The flag of Spam, 
formerly the proudest powtr on earth 
since the day of the Roman empire, has 
gone down in darkness and in blood be- 
fore the victorious navy aad army of the 
United States. 


The flag of the United States has 


arisen in the eastern sky like a new 
constellation. Let us not accept the 
duties and responsibilities of this vic- 
tory in any temper of vulgar vain-glory, 
still less of a vulgar greed of power or of 
gain. 


The United States comes to thesp op-

But yet the flrst duty of the Ameri- 


can people is in themselves. 
And when 


I say this I say it In no spirit of selfish- 
ness or of indifference to the welfare of 
mankind. 
On the contrary I believe 


that the highest service the American 
people can render mankind and to lib- 
erty is to preserve unstained and un- 
changed the republic as it came to us 
from the fathers. 


The danger is that we are to be trans- 


formed from a republic founded on the 
Declaration of Independence, guided by 
the counsels of Washington—the hope 
of the poor, the refuge of the oppressed— 
into a vulgar, commonplace empire 
founded upon physical force, controlling 
subject races and vassal states, in which 
inevitably our class must forever rule 
and other classes must forever obey.

been performed is all that is needed to 
mako it Inwful. 


"I urn not up in ecclesiastical law to any 


great extent, and I am not able to explain 
the church ordinances, but as fur a.-> 1 can 
Icaiu u oli'rgymau of any of the leading 
denomination;, has all the church right to 
marry himself that he has to marry others. 
The court of queen's bench in Dublin on 
Nov. 
16, ISoo, hud a case of this kind un- 


der consideration, the only point in issue 
being whether a clergyman could marry 
himself. 
Tho case was \ery fully urguud 


and is reported in the reports of that court 
and quoted by many English law writers. 
Tho decision was in tho affirmative, and 
that is the law of England today. Some 
of the state laws may have thought it nec- 
essary to express an opinion in the matter, 
but I have never scon any. The case that 
I refer to is cited in the books as that of 
Beamish versus Beamish. It was a pro- 
ceeding for a divorce, in which the ques- 
tion was raised that there never had been 
a marriage."—Washington Star.

POWERS OF CABINET OFFICERS. 


In his speech before the republican 


club of Massachusetts Secretary of the 
Navy Longr stated it to be his firm con- 
viction that "a cabinet officer, with or 
•w-ithout a. vote, should have a place 
•upon the floor of congress" to answer 
questions In regard to his department, 
xnd "present in person the needs and 
demands of his branch of the service." 


The change which the secretary sug- 


gests has been often discussed. 
No 


doubt there wonld be some advantages 
in giving members of the cabinet a 
chance to sit in the legislative body. 
Even if they had no vote they -would 
be able to influence such measures as 
related to their own department and to 
bring about a better understanding on 
the part of congressmen as to the need 
and condition of the administrative 
branches of the government. At the 
same time congress would be in closer 
touch with and pt>ssibly exert a more 
potent influence over, the executive 
department of the government. 


But when this has been said there re- 


mains an opposing fact to be consider- 
ed which would tend to rob such a 
proposition as Secretary Long suggests 
of most of its practical value. That 
fact is the fundamental one that the 
president's cabinet is constitutionally 
barred from taking part in legislation, 
and that any change calculated to 
modify the relations of the cabinet 
toward* the legislative body would 
destroy the well-balanced distribution 
of powers between the three depart- 
ments of government provided for in 
tiie constitution. 
The legislative and 


executive branches of the American 
government 
are 
now 
co-ordinate, 


whereas, if the president's cabinet were 
given the power to enter congress and 
influence legislation, the executive arm 
of the government would become far 
stronger than it ought. 


True the English ministry has this 


power. In fact, Elgiand may be re- 
garded as governed by a ministry. 
The ministers not only shape the policy 
ot the executive department of the 
government, but they initiate all im- 
portant legislation. But there is this 
radical difference between an English 
juiuistiy anU «»n AiitcH(.aa president's 
cabinet: The former is responsible at 
a!! time* to parliament and to the 
country for its acts, and depends upon 
the support of a majority of parlia- 
ment, and the approval of public opin- 
ion for Its existence. The ministry la 
virtually "the government" while It 
laatt, and whenever it Is defeated on a 
"government measure" It muit resign 
and give place to a new ministry. It 
bac to stand or fall upon its legislative 
OH well a* its administrative policy. 


This is vastly different from the 


American cabinet system. With u* the 
legislative and executive functions are 
oharpiy defined. The president ia the 
responsible head 
of 
the 
executive 


branch and his cabinet officers, chosen 
by himself and responsible to him, are 
simply his advlncrs and administrators. 
Uallk* UM British ministers they have 


nothing to do with Initiating legisla- 
tion. 


It, of course, follows that we cannot 


Vive a place upon the floor of congress 
to a memebr of the president's cabinet, 
with a vote upon all questions affecting 
bis department, without amending the 
constitution and disturbing the equi- 
poise of power between the executive 
and legislative branches. The most we 
could do under the provisions of the 
constitution, would be to give cabinet 
officers a place upon the floor of con- 
gress, it 1th the opportunity of listening 
to the debates and giving information 
to the members when called for, but 
this would be rather an empty and 
perfunctory privilege. 


A FUUU VOTE WANTED. 


Republicans should go to the polls 


next Tuesday and register their votes 
for the party candidates. 
They are 


performing a plain duty in doing this. 
There are numerous reasons why every 
man should vote at this election, but 
the points we desire to emphasize are 
these: 


First—The importance of an endorse-

important, the fact that the republi- 
can votes cast this year will determine 
the basis of party representation next 
year in the various conventions then 
to be held, and that this consideration 
should have weight with republicans. 


For these three good and sufficient

"Citizen" Makes a Fervid Argumen 


for Intelligence and Skill in Train* 


ing Trees. Some Timely 


Suggestions,, 


To the Editor of The Transcript: 


Will you allow me to occupy a few 


lines of your paper to voice the opinion 
ot a humble citizen of Williamstown in 
a matter of public concern? The mat- 
ter relates to our shade trees. It 13 
not in brick and mortar that the town 
of Wiliamsstow a excels. It is not the 
skill of 'architect and artisan that has 
given her the name and fame that we 
the citizens of her peaceful and beauti- 
ful streets are proud that she pos- 
sesses. If there is one thing more 
than all the other elements that has 
given her that matchless beauty it is 
the trees upon the streets. The charm 
of the dewey dawn, the glory of noon- 
tide and the witchery of the waning 
day, what would these be without the 
trees? Some of them are strong, some 
are dying but the gaunt branches and 
rough aspect of even the dying trees 
lend a charm that belongs to nature 
and to nature's ways. Who desires to 
see an avenue of trees in Wiliamstown 
trained and trimmed according to the 
pattern of Central park? Who desires 
to see every tree stand single and sepa- 
rate? Is 'not the charm of interlaced 
branches quite as positive as the sym- 
metry of a tree almost geometrically 
perfect? When the etcher chooses a 
subject for his pen, he does not choose 
a row of trees set out at equal inter- 
vals by means of a theodolite and the 
instruments of the surveyor. No. He 
chooses a group of old and scarred vet- 
erans, with branches growing in the 
abandon that is characteristic of her. 
If they have shapes irregular so much 
the better. 


But recent acts in Williamstown have 


shown the lack of appreciation of artis- 
tic values. Branches have been chop- 
ped off and severed until the trees 
have the conventional shape of the tree 
in a cheap advertisement. Individuality 
to a lover of trees is the potent factor 
in their beauty. By wholesale, trim- 
ming this beauty is lost, and >a tree 
becomes merely a piece of vegetation 
instead of a thing of artistic charm. If 
this pleased the people it would be a 
thing to be tolerated, but from all 
sides come the protests of citizens who 
revolt at this vandalism. They rebel 
at the desecration, but feel unable to 
cope with the evil. If this evil stopped 
with the trimming of trees it would be 
perhaps a thing to be endured. But it 
does not. Suddenly and without warn- 
ing the citizens come upon a tree they 
have loved, prostrate on the ground. 
No chance for the opinion of the ma- 
jority, no opportunity to call in the 
opinion of the expert is given. Before 
one can protest the axe is laid at the 
trunk and the tree falls—a vicitm to 
the whim of some individual. 
What 


one in town has not felt the pathos of 
it all? The friend that he has watched in 
spring as it put forth its tender leaves, 
the friend that has cast its protecting 
shade in summer and that in the days 
of the dying year has striven to give 
one more pleasure by wearing its man- 
tle woven in fairy land and tinged with 
colors that seem stolen'from the dyers 
of Smyrna, this friend lies at his feet; 
simply because the executioner said 
it must die. 


Our summers are short enough and 


only in the short season of summer 
do any trees seem possibly too near for 
their own good, but in those summer 
months we need each and every one. 
That they stand too near for their own 
good is an exploded theory. The oldest 
trees are trees to the forest where the 
trees stand in masses. The cutting of 
our trees can be 
defended on no 


grounds. Then too the trimming out 
exposes those that are left to the blasts 
of sudden storms. 


It is high time that the people took 


:he matter in hand. Influence should 
be used to have this work done by a 
andscape gardener, not by some in- 
dividual who simply thinks a thing 
should be done and therefore does it. I 
am informed that in the parks of Eng- 
and, 
France and Germany that no ap- 


prehension is felt because trees stand 
within a few feet of each other. Of 
course all these things are matters of 
opinion. But if changes are to be made 
let them be at the suggestion and 
under the direction of a skilled eye 
and mind. 


Thousands of people in the past hate 


declared Williamstown to be the most 
beautiful town they have ever seen. 
Do you for a moment believe one of 
them would say that its beauty hag 
been enhanced by the cutting of these 
trees? On the contrary from every 
side one hears condemnation of the act. 
You remember that a celebrated essay- 
ist relates how the Savoyards whose 
chief industry was the carving of fig- 
ures and forms in wood, worked away 
thoughtlessly and felled all their trees 
until one morning they awoke to the 
fact that they had whittled up the 
last. Let us not imitate their example. 
Let us not destroy the charm of our 
streets which were here before we 
came, and which is the more potent 
because it lacks the conventionality 
and rigidity of the smart town. God 
made the trees and with slight care 
they can be left to themselves. We 
do not need to prune them for fruit. 
Their use is to beautify and under the 
ruthless hand of man, our streets are 
losing the beauty that was theirs. 


This matter concerns u> all, every 


business man, farmer and professional 
man in town desires it to be a resort 
that shall be chosen among all others. 
Who has not felt the advantage that 
has come to us from the prosperous 
hot"! pntr"nn«f* 
Now Yorkprs ran 


see in New York trees trimmed till 
they have lost all vestige of charm. 
But there the trees are under the 
charge of men who have studied land- 
scape gardening and forestry. 
Here 


there is no such person to direct. Let 
us take counsel of a competent author- 
ity if we are to make changes. 
Let 


every citizen awake and stay the de- 
struction which will leave UK beggared 
of our boasted glory. Already we are 
the poorer.

proof of the assertion referred to and 
none having been furnished, (but in- 
stead the charge being repeated and 
circulated broadcast), The Eagle has 
taken the pains to ascertain the exact 
figures and facts in relation to the 
matter. 


In doing this, reference was made to 


the annual reports of the Massachu- 
setts prison commission, an authority 
no one will care to deny. The prison 
commissioners, each year, prepare an 
exact and comprehensive report of the 
conditions of all the prisons in the state 
In detail, and copies of their reports 
can be found on file at the court house. 


It will be found that the fiscal year 


of the commisioners' report and of the 
accounts kept in all jails in the state, 
end on October 1 of each year, so that 
the expenses of the three years of 
Sheriff Fuller's term can be computed 
in full. 


These reports give several details, 


but the whole matter is summed up in 
a foot note, which gives the "per capi- 
ta" cost of keeping each prisoner for 
one year, the'average number of pris- 
oners kept being first ascertained. 


The years selected are 1893-1898 in- 


clusive embracing the last three years 
of John Crosby's service and the three 
years Sheriff Fuller has held the office. 


In the figures given in the table be- 


low the first represents the year, the 
second the average number of prison- 
ers kept and the last the per capita 
cost of keeping each prisoner per year.

. This shows conclusively that instead 
of the statement first referred to be- 
ing true, just the contrary is the fact, 
for Sheriff Fuller's figures show his 
average cost for keeping each prison- 
er a year, to be $2.47 less than his 
predecessor's. 


Nor is this all. During the last three 


years Mr. Crosby was sheriff no extra- 
ordinary repairs were made on the jail 
property, but in 189G when Sheriff Ful- 
ler took the office the county commis- 
sioners decided that a general over- 
hauling of the jail could no longer be 
delayed. Consequently this was done. 
The buildings were painted ahd re- 
paired; new baths, as prescribed by a 
law enacted in 1895; a new fence was I 
built around the entire premises; $1,200 
worth of new furniture purchased. 


In the year following, 1897, it became 


necessary to put the work shop in 
order. The piping was found to be use- 
less as was the boiler. The floor had 
rotted out and the roof was in bad 
shape. This cost over $1,200. 


All these extraordinary expenses are 


figured in the "per capita" cost figures 
given above. 


During the fiscal year Just closed, 


ending October 1, 1898, with no extra- 
ordinary outlays to increase expenses, 
H will be found the per capita cost of 
keeping each prisoner was $138.46, by 
far the lowest of the entire six years, 
•and a record which it is believed has 
never been equalled. 


To go further into the matter, at- 


tention may be called to the money 
paid out for provisions for the prison- 
ers during the past six years, the 
flirur^si being open for Inspection at 
the county treasurer's office-, or as 
summarized on the books at the jail 
mdjly in the painstaking handwriting 
of Hie late Lebbeus Scott,

The Climate of Manila. 


Manila is the only place where relia- 


ble temperature records have been kept, 
and while no one place can be taken as 
representative of the whole archipelago 
the results^obtained at the capital are 
not without interest. The average tem- 
perature for January is 77 degrees, for 
February 78 degrees, for March 81 de- 
grees, for April 83 degrees, for May 84 
degrees, for June 82 degrees, for July 
81 degrees, for August 81 degrees, for 
September 81 degrees, for October 80 
degrees, for November 79 degrees and 
for December 77 degrees. 


The average daily temperature for 


tho year at Manila is 80 degrees. It 
will be noted that the lowest average 
temperature ,occurs in December and 
January, aad is 77 degrees. The "de- 
lightful season in the autumn, when 
the atmosphere is clear and dry and the 
temperature ranges from about 67 de- 
grees to 75 degrees F.," hae not as yet 
been discovered by the scientists at the 
Jesuit observatory. 


The lowest temperature during the 


year is 60 degrees, and the highest 100 
degrees. There is no month in which 
the theraiometer does not rise as high 
as 91 degrees. 
Vfhen it is remembered 


that the air is charged with moisture 
much of the time, it will be realized 
that the climate of Manila leaves some 
things to be desired.—Professor Dean 
C. Worcester in Century.

The Drift of a Derelict. 


In St. Nicholas there is an article on 


"Battling With Wrecks and Derelicts " 
written by Gnstav Kobbe. Mr. KoLbo 
Bays: 


If a derelict is full of lumber, cho is 


like aroek. If waterlogged, these nlrnt 
freebooters cannot ba suuk unless braL.cu 
in such a manner that the cargo is re- 
leased. Fire has been found effective in 
destroying derelicts. It was sacoessful 
in oil but four cases in 45. One of the 
failures was with the Fannie E Wcl 
ston, an American schooner, ouo of tho 
most remarkable derelicts of w^.ich we 
ha\e record. She was abandoni/l O"l 
15, 1891, between the capes of \Vci-in 
and Hatteras. Sho drafted about half 
way across tho Atlantic (the hydro- 
graphic office received numerous reports 
of her), her course veering to tho pouth, 
until she was about opposite Madeira. 
There ehe zigzagged until Felraary, 
1893. Then she drifted south until May 
of that year. From May until early in 
J894 she was drifting toward the Eaba- 
mas. Feb. 1 ehe was about north of 
Nassau. On the pilot chart for June, 
1894, she is located on the cai tcru bor- 
der of the gulf stream and futuhce.st of 
Caps Hatteras. In June, 1S!»4, she had 
been a derelict 950 days anil Kid drift- 
ed over 7,000 miles, the lowest track 
of the kind on record, to fuel herself 
within a few miles, comparatively 
speaking, of the point at -which tiie was 
abandoned.

their lofty spars and outstretching yards, which were built for the United 
States navy, was launchod and placed upon the active list. The affair was a red 
letter one for the navy department, as the vessel was built at one of the navy 
yards and was looked upon as one of the largest as well as most powerful ships 
of her class in the world. The ship hi question was the Vermont, now used as 
a receiving ship at the Brooklyn navy yard. 


Th« Vermont was built at the Boston navy yard. Her keel, which Is com- 


posed of several pieces of solid live oak. was laid in 1818. Work on the vessel 
was very slow and was stopped several limes on account of lack of funds. It

THE VERMONT AS SHE WAS, 


:h v.;: ihe ways into the water, the pride of the American navy. The old ship 
ftas been in active service for a half century, and she is quite as sound now as 
on the day when the stars and stripes were first floated from the staff and 
the vessel wrcs put'into commission. ^The Vermont'was the largest of all .the 
Vvooden ships built for our navy. Her displacement is 4,150 tons, making her 
nearly twice as large as the Constitution- She carried 84 large cannon on the 
main and gun decks and 16 smaller ones on the spar deck, making 100 guns 
in all. 


The Vermont started on her career shortly after being launched. With a 


crew of 1,100 men she sailed from Boston, with Commander August Baldwin in 
charge. After leaving Boston she was at sea for several years. During these 
cruises she visited nearly all of the naval stations along the Atlantic coast and 
acted as a transport and supply ship. Her great carrying capacity made her 
a valuable addition to the navy. It was while on one of these trips that the 
Vermont encountered rough weather which came very near putting an end to 
her career. Bhe lost Bart of her masts and rigging and her rudder and was 
tossed about the ocean for nearly eight months. She carried a large number 
of men and a quantity of stores and ammunition. When she did not put in an 
appearance in port, there was much concern felt for her safety. None of the 
ships arriving at any of the ports along the Atlantic had spoken her, and it 
was feared she had been lost. Several-vessels were sent out to search for the 
missing warship, but they returned unsuccessful, and all hope was abandoned. 
In the meantime on the Vermont a jury rudder had been rigged, and with that 
and shortened sail she made Portsmouth in a dilapidated condition. This was 
in the fifties. 


Early in 1S60 the Vermont was sent to the naval station at Port Royal, 


where she was used as a supply and hospital ship during the war. 
On many 


occasions, while she was at Port Royal, the flags of Admirals Farragut and 
Porter were <lown from the masthead, while it was not an uncommon Bight to 
see the flags of commodores flying over her. The old vessel remained at Port 
Royal until August. 1865. She was then sent to the nav» yard at "Brooklyn, 
where she has remained ever since. During all her stay in the south she did 
not fire a gun excepting for saluting purposes. She was sent north to relieve 
the overcrowded condition of the ships then at the yard. She was also removed 
from the fighting list to make room for some of the more modern vessels the 
United States had built during the war. 


A wave of improvement swept over the navy yard about ten years ago, and 


the old Vermont came in for a share of it. Two new decks were built, the 
masts and houses were removed and a roof was put over her. The outside of the 
vessel has been left unchanged, and she looks like an ark. She makes a strik- 
ing contrast to the great steel battleships of the modern navy, which are going 
to and from the yard at all times. The old Vermont looms up above them and 
is indeed a monument to the shipbuilders of the days gone by. During her more 
than 30 years of service as a receiving ship men have been sent to and receiv-

e« from nearly every portion of the globe by the Vermont, and many a boy 
who got his first lessons in seaTnanshlp on the Vermont has come back to her 
after many years on many seas to be retired, having reached the age limit. 
More than 1,000,000 men have been housed and fed on board her since she 
first went into commission. 


Of the officers who have commanded the Vermont little can be said that la 


not already known. Many of them have become famous, while come have re- 
tired from.the active list with the highest rank possible. Some of those whose 
flago have been unfurled at her masthead are Admirals Farragut, Porter, Du 
Pont, Sylvanus W. Gordon, Upshur, Nicholson, Erben. Bancroft, Gherardl, Si- 
card and Francis M. Buncc, whose flag now flies over the ship. 


Often there have been 1,800 men housed on the ship at one time, and there 


'have been as many as 2,500 quartered on her spacious decks. Since the vestels 
have begun to retuiii Inmi the scene of the late war to be put out,of commis- 
sion the men have been sent to the Vermont, and there are now 'about 1,500 
men on her.

Sir Herbert Kitchener, and the dervish hordes of the khalifa preceding the fall 
of Omdurman, there were many tragic scenes, but few of them lacked the cle- 
ment of picturesqueness. One of the most dramatic reported was the last 
stand of the standard bearer of the khalifa. As the dervish hosts advanced 
upon MacDonald's brigade with a rush, they were shot down by hundreds, until 
finally there was not a man left except one tall, gaunt figure, which stood with 
sword in one hand while the other grasped the staff of the khalifa's standard. 
His enemies, struck with admiration, refrained for a moment from firing upon 
him, but a little later the order was given and the weird creature fell to the 
ground literally riddled by hundreds of bullets. The -British troops say that 
they have never in their experienrf- in th« Egyptian campaign or elsewhere 
seen a finer example of plctur:r.f;u:; heroism.

Mataafa, once king of Samoa and twice the leading rebel, has been return- 


ed to Apia from an exile of five years spent on Jaliiit, a torrid sand bank in the 
middle of the Pacific. The rebellion for which he was punished by the United 
States, together with Germany and Great Britain, was somewhat complicated. 
In 1SSS Mataafa -,vas a rebel against King Tamasege and was victorious. In 
18S9 he was king- himself by the unanimous choice of Samoa, and there was 
no more loyal supporter of the throne than Malietoa Laupepa, who had been 
king and was heartily tired of the place. The three treaty powers in that year 
decided that Malietoa should be king without regard to his own great disin- 
clination. Mataafa was foremost among the islanders in urging Maliev.oa to 
accept the crown once more, and in turn was made vice king. Four years later, 
in 1893, Mataafa grew tired of his anomalous position and attempted to take 
back the royal power which he had given to Malietoa. The whole history of 
the Samoan difficulty, which had already brought the United States to the 
brink of war with (lei-many, hod been a series of Riving and taking away •'-£ the 
royal power. The three guardian governments decided that '.his .-juggling with 
the crown must stop. Mataafa was taken in rebellion and l-anished irom Sa- 
moa. After it had been decided to grant him pardon, r-Ialietoa died and left 
the throne vacant. Despite his rebellion, Mataafa is the most available candi- 
date. It would be but a slight addition to the chapter of Samoan absurdities 
if it should result that he should be placed on that very throne against -.vhich 
he rebelled. No matter what the outcome may be, ihe return of ;his ex-king 
was brought about by the American policy, which stands for self government 
among the islanders and for their freedom from the colonial policies of the 
European nations.

Saturday will be the last formal gath- 
ering of the company except as vet- 
erans.

suul arranged with Col. Claik many of 
the fi-ial details for the muster-out. 
Tho principal public event of the mus- 
toi out v. ill of course be the parade 
of the i-egiment. The governor and his 
staff and the mayors and representa- 
tives of the governments of the cities 
and towns from which the regiment 
co'r.es and from other places in this 
vicinity will review the parade at City 
hall. 


The parade tomorrow morning will 


probably be a memorable event. The 
regiment will be mobilized at the sta- 
tion as early in the morning as pos- 
sible. 
The companies from the east 


are expected to reach Springfield by 
the legular train at S.28, the com- 
panies from the north, are expected at 
8.26, and Company M of Adams at 9.33. 
The Springfield companies will meet tha 
other companies at tne station, form- 
ing at the station in regular marching 
order. The flag committee and the 
committee of arrangements for re- 
ceiving the soldiers has decided to 
supply every member of the regiment 
with flags, and the buildings along the 
line of march will be decorated. It is 
expected that the schools will be closed 
during the morning and that every 
scholar will witness the parade sup- 
plied with a flag. The parade will be 
directlj* to t,he armo'ry. There the rou- 
tine of muster-out will begin and the 
ceremony will not be public. It was 
suggested that the muster-out might 
be conducted on the United States 
armory grounds, but it is nardly prob- 
able that it will be anywhere except at 
the state armory.

Col. Weaver was undecided for a time 


Tuesday whether it would be best to 
have the muster-out tomorrow with 
mobilization of the regiment in^ Spring- 
field or to muster-out each company 
separately, because Paymaster JIaj. O. 
D. Sherman of Boston sent word that it 
would be impossible to pay all the men 
tomorrow. But when he found that 
many preparations had been made to 
receive the regiment, Col. Weaver de- 
cided to go ahead with the muster-out. 
Some of the men may be paid when dis 
charged, but it is probable that the 
paymaster 'will have to visit the dif- 
ferent companies later to pay them. 


The order of muster-out of the com- 


panies has not been determined. The 
field and staff officers will of course be 
mustered out first aq*, then the com- 
panies successively, elraer by battalion 
order, or, in the order of the seniority 
of their captains, or In the- order of 
distance from the city on account of 
the necessity of taking trains. 


After the parade the regiment will 


assemble at the armory and each com- 
pany as its turn for muster-out comes 
will stand with the men in the'order 
in which they were enrolled. As each 
man's name is called' by Col. Weaver, 
the soldier will step five paces from the 
ranks. 
Those who are unable to be 


present will be answered for by tjje 
captains or the adjutant and will be 
considered present as far as the mus- 
tering-out goes if they are properly 
accounted for. Then when each man 
has answered to his name or has been 
accredited present, the company will 
receive discharge certificates and pay- 
ment if Paymaster Sherman can get it 
ready.

It has not been settled whether the 


regiment is 
to keep its 
colors or 


whether they are to be forwarded to 
Washington. It is likely that the colors 
will remain in possession of the regi- 
ment, as they were state property and 
not furnished by the United States 
government.
